In the pufhing this, they think, they 
bring. the QUEEN toa Kind of Diftrefs, 
fo that, which way foever her Majefty takes, 
it fhall do them fome Services if, they fzy, 
the QUEEN can be brought to efpoufe the 
fpecious Tale of propagating the true Wor- 
fhip, and {preading the Church of England, 
in which her Majefty was educate— Then 
they effe@ually break the Union, puth the 
Scots into Rebellion, and briag the whole 
Jfland into Confufion; during which Dif- 
orders they have a feparate Game to play— 
If,on the other hand, the QUEEN refufes 
to encourage thefe Innovations, but keeps 
clofe to the Stipulations of the UNION, 
as her Majefty certainly will, then they have 
their old Party-Clamour reviv'’d upog their 
Hands, that her Majefty- abandons the 
Church, and perfecutes her own Opinion. 

Butlet them not miftake 5 the QUEEN 
is at no Lofs which tochoofe——— Did her 
Majefty fet her Heart fo upon this Union, 
and fo earneftly defire to fee it finifh’d in 
her Time—Did her Majefty encourage the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Treaty to yield 
on every fide to one another, that fo if 
poffible, this Usion might be made; did 
her Majefty exprefs fuch particular Satit- 
fs@tion at the concluding the Treaty; and 
al this to break it again?———= If it had 
Been the French King that had made this 
Treaty, fomething might be faid ; but the 
QUEEN of England ats from other.

plain, and muft be plainly fpoken, let it 
offend who it will_——~Thefe Things can- 
not be done without breaking the Union— 
and her Majefty will not break the Union; 
and therefore her Majefty openly difclaims, 
difavows, and condemns the Attempt, and 
has rejeéted all Application in that Behalf. 

It is not my own Authority that ad. 
vances this to you—-The QUEEN has ex. 
prefly faid to the People of Scotland, in {ee' 
veral Letters written by her Majefty’s 
Special Command, fince this new Attempt, 
That She will not in the leaft countenance, 
proteét, or encourage any Inuovations of 
Worfhip in the Church of Scotland, but 
will maintain, fupport, and defend the 
Church of Scotland in all its Legal Rights, 
according to the Unionm— Thefe Things 
are ro Secrets, I have had the Honour to 
fee the very Letters, and read them—— 
and they are publick in Scotland_ And 
fince the imprifoning this new Jnnovator, 
who boafted, that he would come out over 
the Bellies of the Magiftrates, her Majefty, 
to the Eternal Honour of her Juftice, and 
to the infinite. SatisfaGtion of her faithful 
People in Scotland, has renew’d her Affu- 
rances of prote@ting the Church, and keep- 
ing Sacred to the Union, and has entirely 
left the profligate Wretch to the LAW. 

This is Matter of Fa&, *cis not done jag, 
Corner + if it be wrong, let any Man decett 
me, if they cany of Falfhood or‘Strbinire the 
Matter: I come now to the difputing Pare, 
and I defire you will bear with me in {peak-
